4, Disaster Relief Efforts Costly 


Self Defense Force disaster relief efforts (WEEKA 5, Item 8) continue to be 
expanded with an additional 2,500 men committed to snow-bound areas February 7, 
Over 15,000 GSDF personnel and large quantity of heavy equipment have been brought 
into Hokuriku area from all parts of Japan, including Hokkaido.

5. Soviet Foreign Trade Minister Completes 9-day Stay in Japan 


Soviet Foreign Trade Minister Nikolai S. PATOLICHEV and 7-man entourage 
left Japan February 13 after a 9-day stay, during which he signed new three-year 
trade agreement (Embairgram A-1150), toured factories in Hiroshima and Kansai 
area, visited Kyoto, and met with government and business leaders, Patolichev 
had 15-minute interview February 11 with Prime Minister IKEDA, met Foreign 
Minister OHIRA at signing ceremony February 5, and talked with, inter alia, I. 
MITI Minister FUKUDA, Minister of Agriculture and Forestry SHIGEMASA, (Keidanren 
Vice President Kogoro UEMURA), Yoshimari KAWAI, President of Komatsu Manufacturing 
Company and head of industrial mission to Soviet Union last summer, and 
Tatsunosuke TAKASAKI, LDP member and arch-promoter of expanded trade with 
Communist China. 


In sharp contrast to Soviet Deputy Amastas MIKOYAN who visited Japan in mid- 
1961, Patolichev conducted himself with restraint and decorum, He commented 
mildly in response to questions about Japan's involvement in embargo on wide 
diameter line pipe sales to USSR, that his country was not being inconvenisnced 
by embargo and Japan was simply forfeiting sales in adhering to it. Calling for a 
a "forward looking" approach to USSR-Japan trade, he soft-pedaled reported Soviet ‘ 
dissatisfaction with relatively small increase (about 10 per cent in 1963) in 
this trade under new agreement. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Foreign Office and @nbassy both have impression that Patolichev's 
"low posture" and non-propagandistic approach was calculated to appeal to Japanese 
industrial groups with which Soviet Union has had no previous contact and to lay 
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foundation for expansion in USSR-Japan trade over long run. (CONFIDENTIAL)

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2. JCP Announces Position on Sino-Soviet Dispute 


Fifth Plenum of JCP's Central Committee, held Tokyo February 13-15, was 
apparently devoted almost exculsively to formulation official party position 
on Sino-Soviet dispute. Despite pre-conference speculation that meeting might 
produce further evidence of pro-Chinese support in JCP, formal resolution on 
subject of split, passed unanimously by Central Committee and made public 
February 18, was distinctly neutral and independent in tone and content. Reso- 
lution made four points: (a) dispute is deplorable as hindrance to progress 
in world communist movement; JCP supports Chinese, Vietnamese, Korean, and 
Indonesian CPs' call for settlement at international conference; (b) communist 
world policy should be established at international congress at which each 
member party should express its views; JCP will announce its position at such 
a meeting; (c) current dispute is product of development process of world 
communist movement, and open discussion at party congresses and in party organs 
can only aggravate problem; true unity in world movement cannot be established 
if either CPSU or CCP is excluded; (d) JCP friendship with both CPSU and CCP 
is emphasized; as first step in solution JCP reiterates call for cessation of 
open discussion in face of enemy and convening of conference for orderly 
settlement. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Resolution is first formal JCP expression of views specifically 
directed to Sino-Soviet dispute. Does not, however, alter previous posture 
of neutrality in rift, with background overtones of pro-Chinese sentiment. 
(WEEKA 2, Item 1). (OFFICIAL USE ONLY). 


3. SecGen NARITA Speaks Before Press Club 


Socialist Party (JSP) SecGen NARITA, appearing before Tokyo Foreign 
Correspondents Club February 18, made following replies to question on key 
foreign policy issues: a) US-Japan Security Treaty -- Advent of Sccialist 
Government necessarily would involve major changes in US-Japan Security Treaty 
relationship, as well as in relations with ComChina and USSR, but JSP would 
seek termination Secw ity Treaty through diplomatic negotiations, not unilateral 
abrogation. b) ASANUMA "Common Enemy Statement" -- US "threat!" to ComChina 
from "base" on Taiwan and US "occupation" of Okinawa constitute common basis 
for struggle against US imperialism, although each nation must conduct struggle 
independently and in own way; therefore Asanuma statement and its reaffirmation 
by JSP delegation to Peiping during January 1962, correct. c) Sino-Indian 
Border Crisis -- Basic position of JSP supports peaceful settlement of dispute, 
but in Narita's personal view India, not ComChina, to blame for border clash, 
d) Sino-Soviet Rift -- JSP stands firm on principles "positive neutrality" 
and "peaceful co-existence" but, without taking sides, hopes settlement can be 
reached so as to prevent imperialist countries from taking advantage dispute. 

( UNCLASSIFIED) 
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Comment: Narita's replies to direct question were character istically 
straight-forward. Incase of Sino-Soviet rift, however, he explicitly confined 
himself to official party position. His view on ultimate disposition of 
Security Treaty also held privately by many JSP members but rarely voiced 
publicly. Remarks on Asanuma statement and Sino-Indian border dispute reflect 
Narita's tendency to take more tolerant attitude toward Peiping than most of 
his mainstream colleagues, In latter connection, Indian Embassy has registered

Sakamoto has stated he had not sought JCP support, that no agreement on 
policy or campaigning had been concluded between JSP and JCP, and that his 
personal political creed is incompatible with communism, JSP also deniad existence 
any agreements or intention wage "joint struggle" with JCP and asserted that JCP 
is supporting Sakamoto "independently", JCP immediately countered by insisting 
that at least policy agreement had been concluded. Democratic Socialist Party 
(DSP), whichmt involved in earlier JSP-JCP shenanigans, convened Central 
Executive Committee March 20, at which it decided continue support Sakamoto, on 
basis his statement, but to protest JSP-JOP negotiations and demand explicit, 
official JSP disavowal of any agreements or joint campaign with JCP, JSP has 
not yet replied, but Policy Chairman KATSUMATA has taken line in recent press 
interview that JCP support for Sakamoto is no different in form or substance 
from that of DSP, (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: JSP evidently not too particular how either of its "partners" 
rationalizes position so long as both continue to support Sakamoto. Success of 
this political juggling act depends in part on how hard JCP presses "united 
front" notion, but at moment it seems likely that all three parties will be 
backing Sakamoto on election day.

Comment: Adverse public reaction to Shitetsu Soren's strike and dissension 
within ranks make repetition of any union activity as extensive as March 31 strike 
highly unlikely.

independents, and 7 independents. Left made other tactical gains in (1) Yokohama, 
where JSP's ex-Dietman Ichio ASUKATA won close (12,000 votes) decision over 
conservative incumbent Kiyoshi NAKARAI (while @ second, LDP-sponsored candidate 
drew 106,000 votes - enough to have beaten Asukata by comfortable margin); and 

(2) Osaka, where leftist independent Kaoru CHUEA won over independent conservative 
Shunjiro WANI, In 2,688—=member prefectural assembly elections, DSP took 

Severe drubbing, losing 4° of its previous 143 seats, Conservative="progressive" 
balance shifted Slightly toward left, with LDP and conservative-independents 
winning 1,852 seats — or 68.8% as compared to 70,0% in 1959 election. JSP won 

519 seats, en increase of 90 seats but far short of announced 600-seat goal.

Comment: Election characterized by extreme stability of voting patterns and 
continued conservative dominance of local politics, especially as manifest in 
Strength of incumbents and negligible changes in prefectural assembly line-ups, 
"Progressive" wins in Iwate, Osaka, and Yokohama offset to Some degree by huge 
conservative margins in Tokyo and other key areas, by fact that winners in 
Iwate and Osaka were more "progressive" in label than in fact, and by fact that 
Asukata's win in Yokohama attributable more to conservative Squabbling than to 
leftist strength. Early media comment tends to interpret results overall as 
encouraging sign for Ikeda administration, 


This is first local election since formation DSP and its losses bring party's 
prefectural assembly strength more in line with Lower House holdings (roughly

As in much smaller demonstrations staged other major cities, students 
and trade unionists constituted a major portion of participants. In Fukuoka, 
where May 18 anti-F-105 demonstration fizzled, some 1,000 students staged orderly 
demonstration at Consulate May 20.

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4. Supreme Court Issues Ruling in "Popolo" Case 


Thirteen-member Japanese Supreme Court panel gave first interpretation of 
Constitution's Article 23 ("Academic freedom is guaranteed") in decision on 
ll-year old "Popolo" case issued May 22. Case involved assault by (then 
student) defendant on plainclothes policeman discovered in audience of politically 
oriented play sponsored by Tokyo University dramatic group ("Popolo") shortly 
before May Day riots in 1952. Defense, citing Article 23, claimed assault 
justified because policeman had no right to enter university; won acquittal in 
Tokyo District and High Courts. Present ruling, issued in response to appeal 
by prosecution, made following points: (a) "acadenic freedom" does not extend 
to political activities held on campus, (b) gathering in question was open to 
public, and policeman was present as paying member of audience which also 
included other non-university persons » (c) resort to violence by defendant not 
justified in any case, ‘Cautioned, however, against interpretation this decision 
as extension of police powers over bona fide academic activities. Decision 
was given both factual and editorial coverage in newspaper following day, and 
generally well-received by press as common sense ruling. Reaction of extreme 
left predictably adverse; Zengakuren students demonstrated Kyoto, Kobe May 23; 
Akahata denounced decision same day. ( UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Essentially, ruling serves to draw line between academic freedom 
and license, implies no more than sensible limiting of excesses previously 
committed by leftist elements in name of "democracy".

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1. Diet Stalled 


With less than three weeks to go before wows of extended Diet 
session (July 6) and with large backlog of bills awaiting action, 
proceedings suddenly stalled in Lower House June 18 when Socialists 
(JSP) unsuccessfully resorted to force in effort block committee 
approval of bills amending unemployment relief program. After LDP 
chairman forced way into committee room through JSP blockade and bills 
approved by confused voice vote, JSP declared action illegal and 
announced intention boycott all Lower House Committees until action 
voided and bills recommitted, During two days of negot ns which 
followed, LDP, which pressing for introduction bills to plenary 
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session, refused to yield to JSP demand, being supported in this position by 
Speaker's ruling that committee action had been legal, A number of standing 
committees met June 20 in absence JSP members, but no attempt made to convene 
special ILO committee which has met only once since formation (WEEKA 24h, Item 1). 
Situation further complicated later that day when LDP again overrode JSP 
obstructionist tactics in Cabinet Committee to force out five bills, while 
Commerce Committee, in absence JSP, reported out Small and Medium Industries 
Bill. JSP threatens use all available means block LDP attempt obtain Lower House 
plenary session vote on this legislation. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: JSP and Sohyo, largely under pressure from Communist-dominated 
All-Japan Day Laborers Union (Zen-Nichi-Jiro » are committed to all-out 
opposition to amendment unemployment relief program. In particular, Sohyo main- 
stream efforts to counter criticism by JCP elements within that organization 
probably require strong show of determination to block passage. LDP, however, 
probably believes it has upper hand in view greater interest on part of JSP/Sohyo 
leadership in obtaining ratification ILO 87, or at least avoid onus for failure 
Diet take action, and fact that Socialist obstructionism likely draw public 
criticism. Although JSP may, therefore, be forced back down on unemployment 
relief bills, at least some face-saving concession will be necessary on part 
LDP. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) 


2. Anti-SSN Mass Movement Campaign Slow in Gathering Momentum 


Co-ordinated Socialist (JSP) and Communist (JCP) Party mass movement 
campaign against entry nuclear-powered submarines thus far has failed to build 
up head of steam. (WEEKA 23, Item 1), Major rally held at Yokosuka June 16 
under JSP/Sohyo sponsorship drew only 10-12,000 of predicted 30,000 persons; 
only 300 turned out for Sasebo rally same day. Approximately 6,000 participated 
in rally and demonstration held in Tokyo June 19, although many of these may 
have been All-Japan Day Laborerst Union (Zen-Nichiro) members who had been 
mobilized to protest passage of amendments to unemployment relief legislation 
(see Item 1), Next major anti-SSN rally scheduled for June 23 at Yokosuka, 
primarily under JCP sponsorship. Turn-out of 100,000 being predicted by sponsors, 
but actual number participants likely be far smaller. ( UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comments Despite fact that movement slow in gathering momentum, JSP and 
JCP organizers show no sign relaxation efforts to rouse public opinion on this 
issue. Recently, however, there have been some indications of doubt being 
expressed privately within JSP concerning success of campaign, a situation 
reportedly being attributed to public apathy toward SSN entry issue. This note 
of pessimism is in cnntrast to confident attitude of JSP in earlier stages of 
campaign, 
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Intellectual weekly and scientific magazines have carried sustained, heavy 
anti-entry material concentrating on Thresher mishap, lack of US information 
substantiating safety claims. Common characteristic all these magazine articles 
is evident distortion facts in effort heighten fear and anxiety re possibility 
maximum damage resulting from accident and contamination. Major newspapers 
and radio-TV, on other hand, continue give restrained treatment to issue. Jiji 
polls for months May and June showed approximately 26% opposed entry, five 
percent for, and 2% believing entry "inevitable." (CONFIDENTIAL) 


3. Tokyo #lection Scandal 


Tokyo Election Control Committee announced rejection on June lh of JSP- 
sponsored appeal to nullify April 17 Tokyo gubernatorial election on grounds 
of election law violations by supporters of winning candidate Ryotaro AZUMA 
(WEEKA 17, Item 1). As anticipated, rejection based on Committee finding that, 
while violations had occurred, illegal activities had not decided outcome of 
election. Following rejection, JSP announced intention to file invalidation 
suit in Tokyo High Court; also formed special headquarters (with SecGen NARITA 
in charge) to continue attack on Azuma in Diet and carry issue to people in 
streets. In this connection JSP has launched handbill drive and signature 
campaign with target of 100,000 names supporting Azuma resignation demand by 
opening of Tokyo Metropolitan Assembly on June 27. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Azuma remains in potentially dangerous position, with Socialists 
apparently determined to bring him down if they can. Additional fireworks 
probable when Metropolitan Assembly meets on June 27, but ultimate outcome 
probably depends on results of investigations reportedly underway on additional 
conservative leaders, Further arrests could elevate scandal to damaging level 
for national LDP as well. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) 


he Gensuikyo Reunification Agreement Report 


Negotiations between Socialist Party (JSP), Sohyo, and Communist Party 
(JCP), carried on intermittently since major rupture last March in Gensuikyo 
reunification effort (WEEKA 9, Item 5), reportedly reached agreement June 19 

on basis five-point statement of principles. Immediately following, Gensuikyo 
standing executive council announced that Ninth World Conference Against A- and 
H-Bombs would be held under Gensuikyo sponsorship during first week in August, 
(UNCLASSIF IED) 


Comment: Vaguely worded five-point statement makes no direct reference to 
principle of Spooeteicn to nuclear testing by any country, which JCP tas adamant- 
ly refused to accept. Although citing February 21 Gensuikyo unification state- 
ment, which explicitly endorsed this principle and which had been rejected by 
JCP, new five-point statement side-steps issue by ambiguous references to 
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respect for minority opinions and right of criticism. Tactical considerations, I 
including need maximize resources for anti-SSN campaign and desire forestall 

failure Ninth World Conference, may have persuaded JSP and Sohyo to agree to 

paper over differences with JCP on Gensuikyo reunification issue. Basic 

struggle for control leadership of Peace movement probably has not been resolved,

Nationwide rallies were 
sponsored by Ampo Kaigi (People's Movement to Oppose Security Treaty) and 
spearheaded by Peace Council, Minseido, and other JCP-controlled elements in 
trade union and student movements. Largest rally held at Yokosuka where police 
estimated attendance approximately 15,000 (sponsors had predicted 100,000). 

Kobe rally drew estimated 21,500, with 7-8,000 in Sasebo and 7-10,000 in Nagoya; 
reported rallies in 10 other localities drew smaller crowds. In follow-up 

effort June 25 (anniversary start of Korean War), much smaller rallies svaged 
Tokyo, Kyoto, and Osaka, According Akahata, Ampo Kaigi has called for new

HAYASHI by Yutaka ONO, Director, Personnel Bureau; and Chief, Procurement Office, 
Katsura MIHARA by Nobushige YAMAGAMI, Deputy Director, Defense Facilities 
Agency (WEEKA 28, Item 3). (CONFIDENTIAL) 


Comment: This is largest personnel shift in several years and evidently 
intended to strengthen and revitalize JDA. Changes expected to result in more 
effective management, including prompter decisions in policy matters.

GSDF on August 1 carried out semi-annual reassignment of senior officers, 
Twenty-three Major Generals, 157 Colonels and 25 Lieutenant Colonels were 
transferred, Transfers represents approximately 3))% of Major Generals, 30% of 
full Colonels and 2% of Lieutenant Colonels.

2. Foreign Minister Ohira'ts Visit to Washington

After conference with Secretary of 
Treasury Dillon, communique was issued establishing joint Japan~American 
committee to observe effects of interest equalization tax on Japanese economy.

Thesa technical problems aside, there may be severe political pressure 
exerted from Japanese side because of general elections anticipated sometime 
during next 12 months (Item 3). Prior such elections, GOJ will be averse to 
initiation any action such as credit restraint which would affect pocketbooks 
of its major supporters. To extent that greater inflow of American capital 
could provide rationale to postpone such credit restraint, it would be 
eagerly sought after. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) 


3. More Speculation on Diet Dissolution 


In talk to newly appointed parliamentary vice ministers August 7, PriMin 
IKEDA referred to probability of Diet dissolution and general elections within 
next twelve months.

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he Buperor and Empress Attend Memorial Services for War Dead 


Emperor and 3npress attended government-sponsored memorial service honor- 
ing Japanese war-dead August 15. Service was first of what will be annual 
ceremony, (GOJ sponsored two previous memorial services, one on May 2, 1952, 
marking conclusion of Peace Treaty, and second on March 28, 1959 dedicating 
Tomb of Unknown Soldiers, imperor and Enpress attended 1959 ceremony, ) 


Memorial service attended by about 2,000 persons including 78 members 
bereaved families from all prefectures and by GOJ officials including Prime 
Minister and four service Chiefs of Staff. Services made political issue 
when JCP/JSP/DSP raised question of constitutional separation of state and 
religion and claimed government sponsorship was for purpose of encouraging support 
for rearmament and amending Constitution. Socialist Diet members repor tedly 
boycotted meeting, though some apparently attended as individuals, GOJ 
stated that ceremony, which included prayer for war-dead, was non-sectarian 
and therefor not violation constitution. 


In addition ceremony at Hibiya Hall, flags were flown at half-mast on 
all government buildings, and people throughout country asked to observe minute 
of silence at noon. Press noted that man-in-street generally appeared uncon- 
cerned with event. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Ceremony appears to be indication desire on part of GOJ to

Comment: ROK Mission has requested GOJ to prevent JSP visit on grounds 
would prejudice RK-J relations; FonOff reportedly reserved reply. Visit 
originally scheduled for June but postponed because of ill health of Yamamoto 
and fact Diet then in session (Weeka 20, Item 4).

Spokesman for influential business organization, Keidanren, 
however, told Embassy officers August 29 that Keidanren was undertaking to 
placate GRC by pledging support for a GOJ limit on credits to Communist China 
as well as for favorable consideration of GRC requests for GOJ loans.

4. FonOff Reaction to Singapore "Blood Money" Demands 


FonOff August 30 issued statement regarding demands made by Singapore

Purpose of mission is to discuss arrangements 
for 196, trade as envisaged by five-year private trade memorandum 
drawn up last November by LDP Diet member Tatsunosuke TAKASAKI and 
LIAO Chteng-chih, chairman of Afro-Asian Solidarity Comittee of 
China (WEEKA 6, Item , November 16, 1962). Target for 196) under 
memorandum is conclusion of export and import contracts worth $100 million, 
as compared first year's target of $80 million, which largely achieved. 
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Mission will consist of businessmen, bankers, and politicians, 
including four LDP Diet members, as well as a director of semi-governmental 
Japan External Trade Promotion Agency, FonMinistry reportedly recommended 
against inclusion in mission of LDP Diet members and the JETRO official 
on ground that their presence would contribute further to irritation of 
GRC over recent sale of Japanese vinylon plant to Communist China (WEEKA 35, 
Item 3). (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Mission's visit will take Place against background of contro- 
versy over recent GOJ approval of vinylon plant sale to Communist China and 
FonMin OHIRA's statement in London that GOJ policy toward Communist China 
has not changed and that little expansion of Japan-Communist China trade 
can be expected.

Right-wing Japan Confederation of Labor (Domei Kaigi) September 
announced reorganization plan calling for dissolution of Domei Kaigits 
major components, Zenro and Sodomei, by autumn 196. Plan provides for 
Zenro and Sodomei affiliates to join Domei Kaigi directly, thus realizing 
goal established when Domei Kaigi was inaugurated in early 1962, Reorgani- 
zation plan is to be debated at Sodomei convention in October and Zenro | 
convention in November (moved up from January in belief that election prepara- 
tions might interfere with January date). Press speculates that primary 
impetus for attempt at true Zenro-Sodomei merger came from DSP which eager 
to have solid right-wing labor bac or Lower House elections, (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Although Domei Kaigi now fully committed to move toward 
Zenro-Sodomei merger, there is no evidence that fundamental factors (WEEKA h, 
Item > January 26, 1962) which have kept the two groups apart until now 
have been completely removed. Therefore likely that merger moves will 
face numerous obstacles. One Sodomei affiliate which favors support of both

4. Soviets Release Japanese Fishermen 


In accordance with Soviet announcement August 26 of order releasing all 
Japanese fishermen detained for violating Soviet waters, 141 fishermen held 
on Sakhalin, Shikotan, and Paramushiro, were liberated September 3 and 
returned to Japan by Maritime Safety Agency patrol boats. These, together 
with 22 others released mid-August (WEEKA 33) and several more liberated 
later in the month, brings total freed during past month up to nearly 175. 


Most of these fishermen were captured this year, but several had been 
held since 1962 and before. According to press, only one Japanese fisherman 
still being detained in Russia -- Mitsuo MIYAJIMA, captured in 1958 and 
now serving 10 year sentence for espionage. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comments Return of the 141 was widely hailed by Japanese press. 
Criticism of Soviets for having detained the fishermen so long was negligible, 
possibly minimized by success of recent Soviet efforts to establish friendlier

In lower court 
trials held 1950 and 1953 » defendants were found guilty of having 
acted in comunist-influenced conspiracy to engineer 1949 train de- 
railment (in which 3 persons were killed) during period intense 
labor strife and widespread political violence. Defense, loudly 
backed throughout by left-wing labor and political organizations, 
appealed to Supreme Court, where guilty verdict reversed in 1959 
for insufficient evidence of conspiracy, and case returned for retrial 
by lower court. Sendai High Court returned not-guilty verdict in 
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retrial held 1961, and present Supreme Court decision was in response to 
final prosecution appeal. Announcement given top play by all media 3 was 
televised live by major networks and front- paged in all afternoon newspapers, 
As in all previous decisions, courtroon and surrounding scene were dominated 
by partisan mob of leftist rooters » who this time began assembling three 
days prior to opening of session.

Comments Ultimate acquittal of "Matsukawa" defendants has been regarded 
as virtual certainty ‘Since prosecution evidence was ruled insufficient by 
Supreme Court in 1959, Despite wild assertions of left, decision essentially 
represents nothing more than inability of prosecution to make technically 
airtight cases perhaps more important point at present stage is that actual 
perpetrators of "Matsukawa" crime now unlikely ever to be punished, In 
immediate sense, ruling is feather in cap of organized left, which 
attributes acquittal to espousal of defendants! cause by mass movements.

5. Japan to Increase Production of Defense Equipment 


At September 2 meeting of Council for Domestic Production of Defense 
Equipment headed by Lower House member Naka FUNADA, Defense Agency Director 
General FUKUDA, Yozo KATO, JDA Administrative Vice-Minister, and other 
members of Lower House and representatives from weapéns and aircraft 
industries discussed home production of defense equipment. During meeting 
it decided to increase mass production of new rifle (caliber 7,62 mn) 
developed by Howa Industry Company. JDA intends to procure 25,000 of these 
rifles by 1966; also agreed that since US will not deliver 225 M-l1 tanks 
under MAP, JDA will begin using 61-type tank manufactured by Mitsubishi- 
Nippon Heavy Industries Company. JDA will procure six P2V anti-submarine 
patrol planes during period FY 1963 - 65 from Kawasaki Aircraft any and 
will speed up test production of PX-5 (converted from US Navy's UF2) which 
being developed by New Meiwa Industry Company. In addition, plans under way 
to produce five-inch naval guns which no longer will be provided by US. 
(UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Meeting indicates current JDA thinking concerning procurement 
of equipment from US. Thinking appears to be that if Japan is to pay for 
equipment it should purchase from internal sources and thus shore up own 
defense industries. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


6. SDF Hold Annual Leaders Conference 


Leaders of Japan Self Defense Force opened annual conference on September 12 
at GSDF Staff School, Camp Ichigaya, Tokyo.

1. Party Leaders Kick Off Pre-Election Campaign 


Speeches by leaders of LDP, JSP, and DSP on September 18 were 
less significant for what they contained than for what they portended, 
namely beginning of political campaign looking toward general 
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elections by end of year, IKEDA » Speaking in Tokyo, did not come right out and 
say he was going to dissolve Diet in November, but he might as well have, 

JSP Chairman KAWAKAMI in Hokkaido and DSP's NISHIO in Kyoto gave more explicit 
indication of their readiness, even eagerness, for elections, Although concrete 


Comment: As is often case in Japan, "mood" likely be decisive, though 
there is no constitutional requirement for dissolution this year. With politi- 
cians of all stripes tooling up for campaign ( opening headquarters, assembling 
funds, etc), cumulative investment of effort, prestige and money in early 
general elections becanes go great no one would dare Sacrifice it. Major 
question now is how to bring about Diet dissolution. LDP faction leader 
Ichiro KONO favors dissolution by mutual consent; rival leader Eisaku SATO 
who is not too keen on elections anyway (feeling they will consolidate Iksdats 
position for third term), has argued for dissolution-with-cause, Statements 
by JSP leaders have shown preference for dissolution in context of confronta- 
tion over policy issue, Accordingly, what now seems most likely is that

1. Prime Minister IKEDA Visits SEA 
ET AA VISitS ObA 


PriMin IKEDA departed September 23 for Manilla on first step 
of goodwill visit which will take him on to Indonesia, Australia and 
New Zealand. In address to Foreign Correspondent's Club September 19, 
Ikeda said he would utilize visit to sound out governments concerned 
regarding desirability using GOJ good offices in mediating Malaysia 
dispute (Weeka 38, Item 4). Press reported that in Manila September 24 
GOP spokesman announced Ikeda had proposed summit meeting of Japan, 
Philippines, Indonesia, Australia and New Zealand to further cultural 
and economic relations among countries of western Pacific. September 25 
Ikeda denied he had either mentioned or discussed subject. Ikeda pro-~ 
ceeded to Djakarta September 26 and during brief airport speech praised 
Indonesia's independence struggle and Five Principles of Coexistence, 
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said Japan resolved to help Indonesia economic reconstruction and emphasized i 
necessity settle all international disputes on principle of mutual cooperation. 

Press reported Japanese Embassy in Djakarta declined speculate on possibility 

of Japan's mediating Malaysian dispute. (UNCLASSIFIED ) 


Comment: GOJ regards stability SEA vital to Japan's continued economic 
growth and security, and initial press report of Ikeda's Manila proposal doubt- 
less substantially accurate, Ikeda's principal purpose for proposed meeting 
probably being to channel Indonesia's energies in pro-Free World direction. 
Confusion in Manila may indicate lack of sufficient planning and consultation 
by Ikeda before undertaking such delicate task, auguring ill for this attempt 
by Japan to take initiative and exert leadership in Asian area. Domestic 
reaction to events has not been noticeably critical so far, and fumble (if 
such it was,) not likely to alter outlook for early elections or otherwise 
have major political repercussions. However, if fumble not retrieved, Ikeda's 
enemies in his own and opposition parties will be on lookout for ways to 
exploit affair. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


2. GOJ Silent on Criticism from GRC 


After conferring with PriMiin Ikeda September 22, Chief Cabinet 
Secretary KUROGANE referred to Ikeda's statements of previous week as reported 
in press (Weeka 38, Item 5), and said he would refrain from comment since any 
additional explanations might further inflame GRC. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Even staunch friends of GRC among conservative Japanese feel 
GRC has gone off deep end over vinylon plant deal. While they deplore Ikeda's 
lack of tact in reported remarks to Hearst men, they generally share his 
reported pessimism about GRC counterattack chances etc., and seem to be 
increasingly impatient with GRC touchiness on this score. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


3. GOJ Reports Communist Influence Increasing in Local Government 


Deputy Chief Cabinet Secretary KUSANO reported to conference of vice~ 
ministers held September 26 that number of JCP members and sympathizers in ~ 
local autonomies is showing steady increase, with over 5,000 communists now 
employed in local government throughout Japan. Also noted that “Akahata" 
subscriptions increasing in local government agencies, and that JCP elected 
representatives in local assemblies now total 1,244 as compared 965 last 
April. Vice ministers announced decision to study problem further at subse- - 
quent meeting. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment. JCP has been engaged in intensive drive to strengthen position: 
in local government since late 1961; this report would indicate that some 
advances have been made. Another official source reports that "most" commn- 
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ists in local government are in white collar jobs. Figures seem somewhat less 
alarming, however, when it noted that 5,000 is less than 1% of all local : I 
government workers, and 1,244 is under 3% of elected local officials. Announce- 

ment was probably made at this time with eye to increasing police and security 

agencies' share of 1964 budget, now under preparation. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) 


4. North Pacific Fishery Convention 


Progress has been slow in Tokyo meeting of Parties to Fishery Conven= 
tion of North Pacific which opened September 16. 


However, negotiations entered new stage on September 25 when U.S. pro- 
posed revision of Japanese draft convention submitted in Washington meeting 
last June. Principal revision consisted of protocol which retains substance 
of "principle of abstention," but changes language to form thought to be more 
acceptable to Japanese. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: This U.S. draft now satisfies some earlier objections of 
Japanese to treaty of 1953 (drafted during "Occupation Era"), but whether 
Japanese will prove willing to accept substance of abstention in new treaty is 
not yet clear. Negotiations are expected to continue wntil at least middle of 
next week by which time Japanese and Canadian attitude toward U.S. proposal

Comment: Seems most likely Committee action will be toned way down, if 
not by redrafting recommendation before it reaches Ikeda, then in actual implementa- 
tion. Timing of Committeets report, month or so before expected general elections, 
plus fact LDP has made "Party Modernization" one of its top campaign slogans, 
creates impression that talk of factional abolition and other reforms is merely 
election propaganda; however, party reformers are hopeful that all the talk 
about modernization, even if less than sincere » will build up momentum for some 
actual reforms after elections are out of way.

Forty~fourth (extraordinary ) session of Diet convened October 15 
and formally opened October 17 in presence of Emperor. Policy speeches 
by PriMin, FonMin, and Finance Minister to take place today, interpella- 
tions to be held October 21 and 23, PriMin, at October 16 press confer~ 
enoe, declared intention of dissolving Diet at this session, hinting 
broadly that dissolution would come by 23rd. Cabinet expected today to 
sign enabling document for dissolution, permitting IKEDA to dissolve 
whenever he ohooses. Accordingly, although ILO-87 ratifioation and 
related domestic law revision bills were submitted to Lower House yester~ 

» together with supplementary budget bills and other priority legis- 
lation, few expect any action on them at this session, (UNCLASSIFIED) 
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Comment: With dissolution momentum built up, LDP inoreasingly reluctant 
to allow session to proceed to consideration of budget and other bills, possibly 
giving JSP ohance to stretch out proceedings, pull rug out from under Ikeda. 
Dissolution may come on either of two interpellation days; October 23 has been { 
mentioned most frequently, but 21st would allow LDP more latitude in timing of 
elections. Even if by some fluke session goes into committee deliberations, 
chances of ILO package getting to floor this year are virtually nil. (LIMITED 
OFFICIAL USE) 


2. Party Reform. 


Party reform committee of Takeo MIKI (Chairman of LDP Policy Board) 
submitted its recommendations to LDP President Ikeda on October 17. Main 
reform proposed is that of abolition of factions (Weeka 40, Item 2). Dominant 
reaction of politioal observers is skepticism, though LDP SeoGen and Ikeda 
faction strategist Shigesaburo MAEO immediately announced readiness dissolve 
both Ikeda organizations in order set good example for rest of faotions. 
(UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Skeptioism is probably justified; release of recommendations 
just before elections’ means they will be used in LDP campaign propaganda, 
casts doubt on sincerity of intentions being expressed by faction leaders. 

In any oase, career politician factions of Bamboku ONO, Ichiro KONO, Shojiro 
KAWASHIMA have been noticeably lukewarm toward abolition in initial reactions. 
Nevertheless, reform proposals oannot be entirely discounted; public pledges 
by faction leaders to cooperate in reform program, even if intended as mere 
campaign oratory, will strengthen hand of reformists within LDP. (LIMITED 
OFFICIAL USE) ; 


3- GOJ Welcomes ROK Election Results. 


In unoffioial statement to press, FonMin OHIRA hailed ROK eleotion 
as first step toward new political order and praised winner PAK Chong-hui as 
man of integrity dedicated to independence and development of Korea. Ohira 
pledged efforts in support of normalization relations. JSP spokesman said 
narrow margin indicated publio distrust of Pak regime, predioted chaos in 
Korea, and advocated breaking off normalization talks. FonOff has told 
Embassy confidentially that close margin of Pak‘'s victory and possibility 
government minority in National Assembly to be elected next month may make 
it difficult for ROKG to meet GOJ position on 12—mile line, the orucial point 
in normalization negotiations.

ChiCom defector CHOU Hung-ching (Weeka 41, Item 3) during past week was 
interrogated by police, public prosecutor and immigration authorities; also saw 
lawyers recommended by Chinese Embassy and by Japan-China Friendship Association. 
He has indicated he may wish to stay in Japan in hopes of getting his family out 
of Communist China, (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Chou's decision, when officially made, will be considered by 
Tokyo Immigration Office which will then recommend to Immigration Bureau what 
action GOJ should take. Immigration Bureau action subject to approval of Justice 
Minister. If Chou requests permission remain Japan, GOJ will have to decide 
whether grant request or deport him (as permitted by law) to last port before 
entering Japan, in this case Hong Kong. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


5. ISHIBASHI Returns from Peiping Trade Fair. 


Former PriMin Tanzan ISHIBASHI returned Tokyo October 15 from visit to 
Peiping as President, Japan Industrial Fair. At airport press conference 
Ishibashi said that CHOU En-~lai had proposed holding conference of heads of 
state of Japan, U.S., USSR, and ComChina in effort improve mtual relations, 
Ishibashi also gave Ikeda mild praise by stating his Cabinet was “forward- 
looking.” Chou said he expected Japan-Chinese relations to improve considerably 
if there was no drastic change in Ikeda Cabinet policy. ( UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Ishibashi has reportedly informed PriMin Ikeda of his conversa- 
tions with Chou En-lai, but he is unlikely to influence any change in GOJ policy 
toward ComChina.

6. Supreme Court Upholds "Shiratori" Conviction. 


Supreme Court on October 17 rendered decision supporting conviction 
and sentencing by lower court of two Communist defendants in lleyear old 
“Shiratori” murder case. Kuniharu MURAKAMI, ex~chairman of JCP Sapporo chapter, 
and Hiromitsu MURATE, former Hokkaido University student, had been sentenced to 
20 years' and three years! imprisonment, respectively, for complicity in 1952 
murder of Sapporo police inspector Kazuo SHIRATORI. Supported by JCP and left- 
wing front groups, defense has carried on extended series of appeals based on 
claims of insufficient evidence, (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comments Case is sequel, in slightly lower key, to “Matsukawa" trial, 
which ended with acquittal of Communistdefendants on September 12 (Weeka 37, 
Item 1). In "Shiratori," though, evidence against defendants much more con- 
clusive, and there little public sympathy for them and only limited interest 
in case. Defense has anounced intention to petition for retrial, and left-wing 
elements are expected to step up protest activities over next few days.

5. Soviet and ChiCom Film Festivals Held in Tokyo 


Soviet Union and Communist China held film festivals in Tokyo past 
week, ChiCom festival is annual event arranged as part of "Japan-China Friendship 
Month" sponsored by Japan-China Friendship Association (JCFA). ChiCom Film 
Festival presented two ideological feature films, "Spreading Prairie Fire" and 
"Liuts Third Daughter", After eight showings at public halls in Tokyo, festival 
will be taken to Osaka, Fukuoka and Sapporo. Admission limited to members of 
JCFA. 


SovEnb-sponsored Soviet Film Festival, held at Yomiuri Hall, featured 
three full length films: "An Optimistic Tragedy", "You Are No Orphan", and 
"The Daughters", Propaganda message in these films, though heavy-handed by 
Western standards, is woven more skillfully into story line than in ChiCom 
films. USSR brought actresses and directors to Japan for festival, and was 
able to stimulate press and TV interest. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Timing of both festivals for same week appears to have been 
coincidence.

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1. Party Chiefs Kick Off Election Cam =) 


With issuance proclamation October 31 scheduling general 
election for November 21 (Weeka 43, Item 1), leaders of three major 
parties opened election campaign with speeches in Tokyo same day. 

In response opposition attack on his economic policy, notably "fail- 
ure" of income-doubling plan and rising consumer prices, PriMin 
IKEDA cited Japan's overall prosperity and phenomenal economic 
growth; also promised ¥200 billion tax cut, including ¥60 billion 
for small - medium enterprises during next fiscal year, and vowed 

to stabilize consumer prices within 18 months, In foreign policy 
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field, PriMin cited "three pillars" concept (which he noted had first been 
applied to Japan by Premier KHRUSHCHEV) as evidence Japan's position of trust 
and respect in world affairs, JSP Chairman KAWAKAMI, in addition attacking 
economic policies, ran down usual list of Socialist slogans, including opposi-~ 
tion to SSN port calls and constitutional revision. Said only neutrality can 
Save Japan from nuclear war. DSP Chairman NISHIO also emphasized Ikeda 
economic "failures," and asked electorate for 40 Lower House seats for DSP, 
which, he says, would be sufficient force to influence normalization of Diet 
proceedings. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment. These speeches likely to set overall tone of election campaign; 
predominance of dog-eared Slogans and arguments underscores absence of really 
pressing issues. Only some 900 candidates expected to register, marking first 
postwar election in which “competition rate" (ratio of candidates to available 
seats) has fallen below 2.0. Little popular interest in election apparent thus 
far. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


2. Sato Attacks Ikeda'ts Economic Policies

LDP faction leader Eisaku SATO told press conference October 26 that 
JSP charges that PriMin Ikeda's "double the income" economic policies had bene~ 
fitted only large enterprises and invited price rises were not entirely with-~ 
out foundation.

On 
question of Sino-Japanese relations, 25.1% said, "Should promote positively 
closer contacts"; 23.5% said, "Should promote friendly relations within limits 
of economic (i.e., non-political ) contacts"; and 12.6% said, “better to main- 
tain present situation." 2.2% said, "no need to get closer." “Don't know 
replies accounted for 35.2%. On subject of partial test-ban treaty “between . 
U.S. and Soviet," 16% expressed satisfactions 14.5% said "not satisfied but : 
cannot help it at this time"; 31.9% approved as “step towards total test-ban." 
On question of SSN port entry, 22.9% said "should oppose outright,” while 19% 
said “would approve conditionally” and 13.7% said “resigned to its coming"; ; cath 
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15.8% said "needs further study," 


On the question of political parties, 46.4% supported LDP; 24.3% sup~ 
ported JSP; 3.4% supported DSP, and 0.6% supported JCP, Asked whether they 
would want Ikeda Cabinet to continue after the election or preferred a differs 
ent administration, 34.6% said "continue"; 40.1% said "changeover"; and 25.3% 
said "don't know", (UNCLASSIFIED)

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Luebke's expression of gratitude for Japanese people's understanding of German 
reunification efforts. 


At press conference November 9 Schroeder said that exports of non-

Official Japanese sources 
report there now virtually no official contact between JCP and Soviet Embassy 
Tokyo, though liaison (and perhaps financing) maintained through so-called 
"Soviet wing" of Party through individual members, notably Lower House member 
Yoshio SHIGA; also report that (predominantly pro-ChiCom) JCP Hqs. is not 
giving Shiga full support in current election campaign, and may cause his 
defeat. In present atmosphere of internal tension, abrupt shock from outside-~ 
such as extremely bad record in coming election, renewal of polemic by Moscow 
and Peking, or international crisis involving either major party to dispute--

4. SSNs As An Election Issue 


JSP efforts to exploit SSN question or election issue have generated 
some media play that question this week. Responding to open questionnaire 
submitted by JSP November 9, GOJ asserted that SSN calls at Japanese ports 
are in accordance U.S.-Japan Security Treaty and that it illogical to assert 
that calls by SSNs (as opposed Polaris subs) would constitute bringing 
nuclear weapons into Japan.

Stated GOJ has been 
doing best to determine safety of SSNs by listening to views of scientists 
and scholars, but noted that refusal of Denmark to permit SSN calls had 
occurred five years ago when safety of SSNs had not yet been conclusively 
established. 


JSP, on November 14, countered with demand that LDP state precisely 
before elections whether it will or will not permit SSN calls; citing 
contradictory USG statements re 1960 U-2 incident as evidence bad faith, said 
belief that SSNs not armed with atomic weapons was equivalent to belief that 
artillery battalion not armed with cannon. Noting that majority of Japanese 
scientists are opposed to SSN calls on safety grounds, JSP asserted safety 
question was one to be determined by scientists and not by politicians, 
(UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Exchange constitutes only restatement old positions; no reason 
believe JSP can make any significant election mileage out of this issue.

2. GOJ Leaders Comment on Change in U.S. Administration 


Following return from attendance President Kennedy's funeral, 
PriMin IKEDA told press conference that U.S. foreign policy, including policy 
vis-a-vis Japan, will not change under President Johnson. Ikeda also said that 
Japan's Asian policy would stay unchanged since GOJ independently formulates 
own policies. He said he has no present plans to meet again with President 
Johnson in U.S., adding-that postponed meeting of U.S.-Japan Joint Committee 
on Trade and Economic Affairs would probably be rescheduled for late January. 


Chief Cabinet Secretary KUROGANE told press November 23 that GOJ 
felt “very reassured" by President's statement before Congress that Administra- 
tion would follow President Kennedy's policies. Kurogane expressed GOJ's 
particular gratification over U.S. pledge to maintain defense commitments and 
to continue seek peaceful solutions East-West problems. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Deep emotional tone of PriMin's press conference remarks, 
most unusual in Japanese public pronouncements,and warm public reception of 
his remarks demonstrated anew Ikeda's increasingly close rapport with his 
people, as well as revealing extraordinary impact this tragedy has had.

3. Lower House Election Results 


Final voting tallies in November 21 Lower House election (WEEKA 27,

of twelve successful independent candidates had joined LDP by November 28, . i 
bringmgLDP total in Lower House to 294, (as compared 300 seats in 1960 after 4 
conservative-independents had joined). New headcount of LDP factions shows 
KONO improved position in race for party presidency after Ikeda, emerging 
with estimated 46 members as compared to 48 for principal rival SATO; Ikeda 
faction returned 47 members as compared 51 at dissolution. | 
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In post-election statements by party spokesmen, JSP admitted 
"defeat" and promised reflection and new start; LDP officials tended avoid 
references to conservative losses, emphasized ‘instead continuation of LDP's 
solid majority which they cited as popular endorsement of Ikeda progran. 
DSP attributed "victory" to growing public acceptance of DSP as party of 
"good sense," and JCP held improved party organization and increasing popular 
response to JCP efforts responsible for "doubling" of communist Diet repre- 
sentation and improved showing of JCP candidates. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) 


Comment: Most significant feature of election statistics is fact that 
rate of leftist gain in popular vote has been markedly reduced. As compared 
to 1958 = 60 rate of 1.5% per year, advance between 1960 - 63 election amounted 
to 0.4% annually, at which rate leftists would not achieve popular majority 
until sometime in 1980's. While precise assessment of break in trend must 
await detailed analysis, (especially as regards role played by erstwhile DSP 
votes in districts where party withdrew candidates this election), it is 
obvious that trend to left has been dampened to significant extent. This does 
not mean that "progressives" cannot still gain majority in two more elections 
as JSP had surmised before election; it should demonstrate to them, however, 
that they cannot depend on inexorability of demographic trends to do job for 
then. 


Still premature to assess how parties will respond to results 
of election. JSP, which, at least psychologically, took serious beating, is 
likely experience intensified internal debate on proper "posture" for Party. 
Reduced rate of "progressive" gain should strengthen hand of mainstream 
supporters of "EDA-vision" who argue that Party must moderate further if it 
is ever to achieve national leadership; on other hand, losses to JCP likely 
to cause anti-mainstream to demand more militant line. Showdown may come at 
Party convention scheduled January 1964. LDP performance in election clearly 
gives no grounds for complacency which might have adverse effect on moderniza- 
tion efforts, notably, dissolution of factions; losses, however, were not 
severe enough to give much added impetus to reform, either. Wo significant 
action this regard likely before Party convention next July. Little policy 
change likely for DSP, though some observers feel election “victory” may 
influence Party to somewhat more militant attitude vis-a-vis LDP in Diet.

Death of President Kennedy resulted in deletion of his pre-recorded greetings 
for occasion (which, however, were separately broadcast later in day). Later 
transmissions by Relay carried continuing news re assassination, new President, 
and related events.

Comment: Transmissions obviously heightened emotional impact of 
assassination in Japan and gave Japanese public deep sense of participation in 
Kennedy tragedy and its aftermath. (UNCLASSIFIED)

JMSDF Training Fleet, consisting 4 destroyers under command 
RAIM Koji TAKIKAWA, returned Japan November 26 after first post-war visit to 
countries beyond confines of Pacific.

regular session, which commences December 20, but will not transact much business 
until after New Year recess, Very few, if any, changes are expected in cabinet, 
To fill Diet offices, LDP has nominated Naka FUNADA (ONO faction) as Speaker 

and Isaji TANAKA (ISHII faction) as Vice Speaker, This has engendered sharp 
confrontation between Construction Minister Ichiro KONO (who backed Funada for 
speakership) and Science & Technics Agency Director Eisaku SATO (who backed 
Mitsujiro ISHII), Sizeable "stop-Kono" movement has been kicked off within 

LDP, since Kono faction came out of elections with strength on par with Sato's 
and Ikeda's, thanks to ruthless campaign tactics that made Kono many new enemies,

Comment: Embassy. believes current predictions of duel to death between 
Sato and Kono may be premature, JSP insistence on Vice Speakership is not 
without reason, While there is no constitutional or other requirement that 
major opposition party should hold vice speakership, Socialists in fact held

On October 30 Kazuo OKOCHI, formerly Chairman of Economics 
Department, was elected President of Tokyo University, Japants most influential 
educational institution, for four year term, The 57 year-old scholar succeeded 
Seiji KAYA, formerly dean of science faculty. 


Okochi is best knomfor his work in labor-management field, In 
1960 he visited U.S, with group of labor-management professors under ICA auspices. 
In 1961 he lead team of Sohyo leaders to the U.S. under Asia Foundation sponsor- 
ship. He translated USIS glossary of labor relations terms, and has served 
on Central Labor Relations Commission, He has written about fifteen books, 
mostly in labor field, 


At first press conference Okochi promised to protect autonomy 
of universities, voiced doubts about scholastic aptitude tests being given 
experimentally to high school and junior high students, and called efforts 
for central government, control of universities a mistake, (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Presidency of Tokyo University gives Okochi leadership position 
in intellectual comunity, Okochi is highly intelligent, independent intellectual

Stalemate over procedures in special Diet seasion (WEEKA 49, | 

Item 1) was broken December 7 when Opposition backed down from its 
insistence on Vice Speakership and proportional allocation of committee j 
chairmanships. Naka FUNADA and Isaji TANAKA (both LDP) elected as | 
Speaker and Vice Speaker on same day; on December 9 Diet redesignated 
IKEDA as PriMin and elected new committee chairman (all LDP). PriMin | 
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immediately formed his third cabinet, retaining previous lineup intact. On 
December 10, following formal opening ceremonies and policy addresses by 
PriMin and Finance Minister TANAKA, plenary debate began; thia was concluded 
next day and Diet got down to principal concrete business of seasion: passage 
of supplementary budget and related measures (including government employeest 
pay raise). Neither speeches nor debate revealed anything new of substance. 
Socialist spokesmen probed in usual places (nuclear submarines, Okinawa, China 
policy, Japan-ROK talks, etc.) and elicited from Ikeda reaffirmation of exiat- 
ing policy. Of timely interest was JSP attempt represent U.S. forces redeploy- 
ment as “pressure” on Japan to increase defense expenditures; in response, 
Ikeda restated GOJ intention of steadily strengthening ita defenses in propor- 
tion to national economic power. Highlight of debate was portion related to 
change of Presidents in U.S. PriMin stressed continuity of peaceful orienta- 
tion of U.S. and free world policy. JSP spokesman appeared to be trying to 
draw inference that loss of President Kennedy meant GOJ must work harder for 
peace; however, main thrust of opposition interpellations in this connection 
was personal attack on Ikeda, in which JSP cited his alleged vacillation about 
whether to attend funeral and even worked in alleged remark by DE GAULLE that 
Ikeda seemed more like transistor salesman than statesman. Ikeda pointed out 
that U.S. had asked that delegations be kept modest; he expressed shock and 
anger that Socialist would stoop to quote gossip that had been denied by French 
Foreign Office and which appeared originally in publication that had also 
termed late President Kennedy "chicken salesman." (UNCLASSIFIED)

Coument: Resort by JSP toperszonal attack on Ikeda was keyed to recent 
sniping at him by his rivals within LDP and probably intended aggravate 
conservatives’ factional dissension.

2. Hiroshima, N saki Bombi Called "Illegal" Tokyo District Court 


Tokyo District Court released opinion December 7 that atomic bombing 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki was violation of international law. In suit filed 
April 1955 against GOJ, five A-bomb victims had argued that (1) U.S. use of 
atomic weapons was violation of international law for which compensation due, 
and (2) by waiving claim to war damages in peace treaty, GOJ had deprived 
victims of right to recover compensation and should therefore make direct 
compensation to plaintiffs. Court judgment rejected basic claim for damages 
on grounds that individuals have no rights to compensation under international 
law and hence there no basis for private claims against GOJ; also commented 
that use of atomic weapons against targets composed largely of defenseless non- 
combatants was in violation of principles of both 1907 Hague Convention and 
1868 St. Petersburg Declaration. 


Decision was given headline play in press, with rejection of plaintiffs' 
damage claim downplayed in favor of more newsworthy obiter dictum on illegality 
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of atomic bombings. Official GOJ spokesmen, including PriMin Ikeda in Diet 
interpellation, have taken position that in absence of nuclear weapons ban 

it "very difficult" to conclude that bombings were illegal; spokesman for 
Justice Ministry stated that, although Ministry did not agree with Judge's 
view re illegality of atomic bombings, it would not appeal decision since 
basic judgment on compensation claim favored state. Counsel for plaintiffs 
expressed dissatisfaction with rejection of claims, although he called state- 
ment on atomic bombings "significant"; further announced he will decide whether 
to appeal after consulting plaintiffs. Of five plaintiffs, however, one is 
known dead and present whereabouts of three others are unknown; this fact, 
together with possibility of even less favorable decision by higher court, may 
well discourage him from further action. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Tokyo District Court has lengthening record of sensational 
decisions, best known of which are 1959 "Sunakawa" ruling, which declared 
U.S.-Japan Security Treaty unconstitutional (WEEKA 15, Item 6), and 1954 
"Popolo" decision, which denied police authorities access to on-campus political 
activities on grounds of “academic freedom" (WEEKA 21, Item 4)3 both were 
reversed by higher courts. While that portion of judgment condemning use of 
A-bombs may appear to outsiders as gratuitous and politically based, this view 
unlikely to be shared by bulk of Japanese public, which strongly censures U.S. 
for Hiroshima and Nagasaki attacks. Sowe use will doubtless be made of Judge's 
statement by organized left in anti-U.S. propaganda, but with minimal effect.

ChiCom defector CHOU Humg-ching remains under heavy guard in Red Cross 
hospital.

Post-election special session of Diet ended December 18 having 
accomplished all it set out to doz-~supplementary budget and related 
bills, in addition to set procedural business of electing PriMin, naming 
Lower House officers, etc, Forty-sixth (regular) Diet session commencing 
December 20 but will transact no business before going into year-end 
recess, from which it will not emerge until about January 20, after 
Liberal Democrat convention of January 16-17, Despite surface somnolence, 
metabolic processes continue; almost all of LDP leaders have now announced 
dissolution of their factions, step symptomatic not only of undiminished 
pressures for reform within Party but also of complex maneuvering going

their factional fund-collecting apparatus as well, executed skillful riposte, While 
fencing thus continues within LDP, there are still no signs that this poses direct 
threat to Ikeda. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) 


Qe ROK-Japan Talks 


LDP Vice President Bamboko OHNO, attending ROKG inauguration ceremonies 
in Seoul, announced December 18 that he had agreed with Korean officials to hold 
high-level political talks in Seoul in January to hasten conclusion normalization 
negotiations. . 


Foreign Minister OHIRA indicated to Ambassador December 18 strong 
determination reach agreement, reiterating that GOJ position on 12-mile line is 
non-negotiable but that GOJ position is flexible re aid to Korean fisheries 
industry. FonOff working-level officials state no progress has been made at 
technical level in fisheries negotiations and have noted that details negotiations 
on other questions still remain, 


Consulate Fukuoka reports that four-man ROK fisheries investigation 
team arrived Fukuoka December 1 for talks with official and private fisheries 
circles. According to press, Japanese fisheries representatives expressed resent- 
ment at ROK seizure Japanese vessels and arrest Japanese fishermen. Spokesman 
asserted that Japanese patience reaching limit and demands for use of force to 
protect Japanese fishing boats growing, Fisheries Administration Chief WADA 
authored Fukuoka newspaper article suggesting that ROK attempting to justify 
restrictions on Japanese fishermen by pointing to technical backwardness of 
ROK fisheries. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


Comment: FonOff has long thought negotiations in Seoul might facilitate 
progress, but believes that political level discussions premature until greater 
agreement reached at technical level, While Ohnots announcement regarding desire 
for political level discussions reflects general official desire for early 
normalization, Bnbassy believes GOJ will first want further progress at lower 
levels. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


3. GOJ Still Seeks Answer to Chou Case Dilemma 
a En EOE S nswer 00 vnou Vase Vilemma 


CHOU's latest parole to Japanese Red Cross ends December 20, and Foreign 
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Office now seeking means to keep him a little longer in Japan. Socialist members 
of House of Representatives Foreign Relations Committee requested Chou's appearance 
before that committee December 18, but LDP majority on committee defeated this 
proposal. Foreign Minister Ohira subjected to lengthy and hostile questioning 
before committee December 18, FonMin told Ambassador December 18 that GOJ, rather 
than requesting International Red Cross or other outside help in settling question, 
believes GOJ assumption full responsibility would make for cleaner-cut solution 
and minimize GRC loss of face. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


Comment: There are pressures both from Socialists and from within Government, 
particularly Justice Ministry, to get rid of Chou, but Foreign Ministry holding 
out for more time to blunt GRC reaction. (CONFIDENTIAL) 


le Public Service Wage Increase Approved 


National Personnel Authority's recommended average 6.7 percent wage 
increase for public service employees, including military personnel, was approved 
by the Diet on December 18, effective October 1. Diet members also voted ¥80,000 
monthly increase for themselves. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Government service increases are designed to cover rise in living 
costs. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


5. Year-end Labor Disputes Intensified (See WEEKA 49, Item 5) 


Postal Workers Unionts (Zentei) continued refusal to work overtime as 
tactic to gain year-end demands has caused heavy backlog of undelivered mail, 
forcing Postal Ministry to employ large number temporary workers for year-end 
period and to curtail intra-urban package delivery. Failure to reach agreement 
has led union to intensify pressure, including encouragement of regular employees 
to take their furloughs now. 


Locomotive Engineers Union's (Doryokusha) slow-down tactics and refusal 
to work overtime were augmented by two-hour limited strikes at seven key locations 
on December 13, Similar 2-hour walk-outs scheduled for December 20 were cancelled 
at last minute in face of disciplinary action by Japan National Railways including 
dismissal and suspension of strikers. Specific strike objective is to oppose 
JNR plan to modernize rail operations. (Unclassified)
